Twice 
weekly for 2% hours three exami- 
nation rooms are given over to the 
doctors, each of whom conducts 
his own clinic. Our Medical Staff 
consists of orthopedic surgeons, 
a pediatric neurologist, and a 
pediatrician. 

Since the waiting room is cen- 
trally located one must cope with 
a human obstacle course compli- 
cated by toy animals, dolls, bicy- 
cles and other articles that are 
played with gleefuly by the young 
active patients. Incidentally, 
most of our clinic population con- 
sists of children under twenty-one 
years of age. 

Before the patient enters, the 
doctor reviews the medical chart 
relating pertinent social and med- 
ical findings in the past history. 

After the case is reviewed, 
the patient and one or more parents 
enter. By the end of each clinic 
morning, some twenty to thirty 
patients have been seen.

Anyone who has taken sail on a sloop or 
even a sailfish, should enjoy this book about 
a man who cannot cope with himself in our 
society and finds solace in the sea and se- 
curity in his boat. Michael Gordon is a war 
casualty with a deep embedded scar on his 
mind. The death of his crew before his eyes 
and their belief in his betrayal, leaves him 
with an incapacity to become emotionally in- 
volved with any other human being. He sets 
sail, covering the earth several times round, 
until one day he is off the coast of Maine 
and locked in the turmoil of a storm that 
casts him and his boat onto the beach of a 
tiny fishing village. He is discovered by a 
young boy who believes that God has sent 
Michael to free the village from the terror 
and stagnation caused by a giant white 
shark patroling the bay and preventing the 
fishing vessels from going out to sea. This 
boy, the boy’s mother, and an old fisherman, 
help to rebuild Michael’s body and his boat; 
and with their kindness and open affection, 
they help to repair his spirit. 

Mr. Mendoza seems to know the sea and 
sailing. His descriptions are often poetic in 
the truest sense, with metaphors that stop 
the reader in his tracks. The character por- 
traits are superficial, and sometimes Mr. 
Mendoza spells out the obvious, leaving the 
reader a trifle piqued. The author, however, 
knows the art of building up suspense and 
transmitting excitement about the natural 
world around us. 

He has done a professional job and we 
look forward to what he will produce in the 
future, as one who looks at a tree of green 
fruit, knowing with certainty that the fruit 
will ripen.
